Monday afternoon and today a force 
of men under the direction of Perry 
Cowles have been blasting the river 
bed which is directly in front of the 
wheels belonging to the electric light 
plant and Reynolds Wire Screen fa c­ 
tory. 
On account of 
the shallow 
channel the water has backed 
up 
aga inst the 
wheels, lessening the 
power to considerable ex tent Yester­ 
day afternoon seventeen charges of 
dynamite were used. These discharges 
have made it possible to ex cav&le a

Startling Testimony. 
Exhibit 1’ in Mr. Perkins’ testimony 
is probably the most sensational of all. 
In that many thin gs were said, bu t the 
one thing that has excited most inter­ 
est throu ghou t the cou ntry was the ad­ 
mission by the witness that the New 
York Life had paid into the national 
campaign fu nd of the Repu blican com­ 
mittee in the last three campaigns a 
su m aggregating nearly $.150,000. This 
money, lie said, had been paid ou the 
order of President John A. McCall 
withou t the knowledge of the finance 
committee. No one can measu re the 
effect of this statement. It is liable to 
lead to u nexpected legislation. Bu t this 
article is not a stu dy of polities, bu t of 
a mau . The man is an interesting ou t­ 
growth of modern bu siness conditions, 
lie testified to many other startling 
things. 
One was that as vice presi­ 
dent of the New Y'ork Life he sold to 
himself as partner of J. P. Morgan 
$800,000 worth of bonds. This happen­ 
ed one Satu rday evening. The u ext 
Monday morning he as a member of 
the firm of J. P. Morgan sold back to 
himself as vice president of the New 
York Life the same $800,000 worth of 
bonds. As an interesting aside it may 
be remarked that it was at abou t this 
time that the state insu rance examiner 
dropped in. 
This episode is merely 
mentioned to show that there are some 
things in high finance the layman can 
scarcely u nderstand. 
Drea med o f a Pho to gra phic Ca reer. 
There are many little side lights on 
Mr. Perkins’ career that reveal mu ch. 
For example, it was his life ambition 
to be a photographer. He accepted the 
place as office boy to earn enou gh mon­ 
ey to bu y a camera. He still dreamed 
of a photographic career when he be­ 
came a bookkeeper. 
The aspiration 
wa s yet with him when he was 
ma de 
insura nce solicitor. Nor ha d he forgot­ 
ten It when he beca me a directo r o f 


* agents. It was only when called to 
New Y’ork to take charge of all the 
agents of the company iu the world 
that the you ng mau finally relinqu ished 
his cherished hope of becoming a pho­ 
tographer. 
Another point worthy of note—Per­ 
kins had an idea. His scheme was for 
organizing the agency .bu siness. 
Be­ 
fore he was thirty he was given charge 
of the agencies in several states, where 
he cou ld develop his plan. He himself 
testified that he then was given $15,- 
(XXI per year, the highest su m ever 
¡» aid an agency director. 
So well did 
he su cceed that shortly afterward the 
office of third vice president was created 
for him and he was pu t in charge of 
all the agents, where he cou ld work 
ou t his idea to the fu ll. 
There Is a startling similarity be­ 
tween the careers of Perkins and Gage 
E. Tarbell, the real power In the Equ i­ 
table. 
Both started iu Chicago, both 
made their mark as agency directors, 
both were elected third vice presidents 
0# their respective companies au d both 
are given credit for working u p the 
immense bu siness brou ght in by their 
agents. 
Ta ken Up by Mo rga n. 
The story of how Perkins was taken 
u p by Morgan Is thu s told: In addition 
to his many other d u ties the you ng in­ 
su rance man had been intru sted by 
his fellow citizens with gathering a 
fu nd to preserve the famou s Palisades 
along the Hu dson river. 
One day he 
called on Morgan for a su bscription. 
After signing bis name for a liberal 
amou nt, Mr. Morgan pointed to a chair 
on the other side of his desk, and said: 
“I’ll give you $100,000 a year, Per­ 
kins, If you ’ll move over here and oc­ 
cu py that seat!” 
"Are you joking?” inqu ired Mr. Per­ 
kins. 
“Certainly not,” said Mr. Morgan. "I 
feel the need of an energetic you ng 
man in this office and have had my 
eye on you for some time.” 
After fu rther conversation Mr. Per­ 
kins agreed to take the offer u nder 
consideration, bu t finally declined it 
at the requ est of the directors of the 
New York Life Insu rance company. 
A few weeks later Mr. Morgan re­ 
newed the proposition and offened him 
a partnership in the banking hou se of 
J . P. Morgan & Co. 
Transacts Bu siness o n His Feet. 
George YVaibridge Perkins was born 
in Evanston. 111. 
He is only forty- 
three years old and hence is good for 
at least a qu arter of a centu ry more 
as a financial leader. He lives at Riv- 
erdale-on-the-Hu dson; is fou nd of the­ 
ater au d golf: rises at 6:30 each morn­ 
ing: spends his forenoons at the New 
York Life and his afternoons at J. P. 
Morgan & Co.’s office: for many years 
he has made a specialty of interna­ 
tional finance. 
At the beginning of 
his career he was noted for his se­ 
renity. su avity and frank and easy po­ 
liteness. 
This was a new element at 
Morgan’s, where there had been some­ 
thing of an atmosphere of gru ffness. 
In later years, the bu sy life he has 
led has told on the former Chicago in­ 
su rance solicitor, and an increasing 
nervou sness lias been the resu it 
lit* 
hardly ever sits, bu t spends most of 
his time walking abou t the office, 
transacting most of his bu siness 011 his 
feet. 
He is u nder six feet in height 
and well proportioned.

D, E, F and G provide for the con­ 
stitu tion of the cou rt iu accordance 
with the ru b** of The Hagu e conven­ 
tion. the exchanges of docu ments and 
who are qu alified to act as arbitra­ 
tors, etc. 
H provides that the agree­ 
ment is to remain in force for a de­ 
cade from the date of its signatu re.

NEUTRAL ZONE is ESTABLISHED 


N o F o r tific a tio n s Therein—Old F o rt* 
To Re Disma ntled. 
Article 2 establishes a neu tral zou e 
on each side of the frontier forever, 
which mu st not be u sed for war op­ 
erations of any kind, nor any force be 
stationed therein except that neces­ 
sary to maintain civil order;there mu st 
be no forts, war porta or army or navy 
depots in this zone, and all fortifica­ 
tion* therein now mu st be dismantled 
or demolished, the latter inclu ding 
the Norwegian grou ps of fortification* 
at 
Fredriksten, 
with 
Gyldeu loeve, 
Overbjergst and Weden and Iljelmkol- 
len Oerje, with Kroksu nd and Dings 
ru d. 
Norway is permitted to retain 
the 
"old" fortifications at Fredriksten.Gyl- 
denloeve and Overbjerst, bu t not as 
fortifications, and the dismantling and 
demolishing mu st be Completed within 
eight months of the ratifications of the 
treaty. The Konsvingers grou p of forti- ! 
flcations may not be extended, etther 
as regards the erection of armaments 
or the garrison, which latter hitherto 
has not exceeded 8(H) men, not cou nt­ 
ing conscripts holding their yearly ex­ 
orcises, and new fortifications may not 
be erectt*d within ten kilometers of the 
•Id fo rtress of Kongsvinger*. 
Here The Hagu e tribu nal comes in 
again and it is provided that in case 
of disagreement as to the meaning of 
this last clau se, diplomacy failing the 
m atter shall be left to a Hagu e tri­ 
bu nal. 
It is provided with reference 
to the fortifications clau se that It be­ 
comes effective immediately and can­ 
not be set aside by one party to the 
treaty. 
Then there are articles giving 
the Lapsla riders the privilege of pastu r­ 
ing reindeer 011 foreign territory, and 
again arbitration is to be Invoked In 
case of differences. Article 4 regu lates 
the transit of goods between the two 
cou ntries and prohibits prohibitory im­ 
port or export laws; this article stands 
for thirty years. 
Article 5 regu lates 
the u se of waterway* In each cou ntry 
In which the other cou ntry may be 
Interested, and this stands 
for fifty 
years, with an arbitration provision to 
settle dispu tes.

At the annu al banqu et of the Amer­ 
ican Association of Obstetricians and 
Gynecologists at the Hotel Astor in 
New York the other night Su rgeon 
General Su zu ki of the imp erial Jap a­ 
nese navy told abou t 100 of the mast 
p rominent 
su rgeons 
in 
the 
United 
States how the mortality had been kep t 
down in the recent war, says the New 
York Times. The reason, he exp lained, 
was simp ly the asep tic methods well 
u nderstood by the su rgeou s in the 
United States, bu t which has never 
been ap p lied In any war before. This 
was the very thing abou t which the 
su rgeons most wished to hear him 
sp eak of, for, as they confessed, the ] 
low death rate which the Jap anese 
add to their credit had astonished the 
world. 
”1 have ju st come from the front,’” 
Bu rgeon 
General 
Su zu ki 
exp lained 
when In* rose to sp eak, “and 1 am on 
my way to the congress at Detroit. It 
Is some time since I have been here, 
and my tongu e has growu a bit ru sty. 
‘‘I will talk to you abou t that in 
which I know you mu st be most inter­ 
ested as su rgeons—namely, ou r treat­ 
ment of the wou nded. 
The method, I 
know, Is familiar to you ; you u se it 
here lu you r p ractice. 
It was, how­ 
ever, never tried in the field before, 
u nd I think you will be Interested in it. 
“You know that qu ite awhile before 
ou r war began it was being talked of. 
and I was carefu l to make some p rep ­ 
aration for the war when it shou ld 
come. 
In writing to localities from 
which the su rgeons were to be chosen 
I asked for two kinds of men. 
Those 
who were familiar with the asep tic 
method and those who were conserva­ 
tive. 
By conservative I meant those 
su rgeons who wou ld not too qu ickly 
relieve the wou nded of arnA and legs 
by amp u tation. 
“We u sed no carbolic acid or other 
antisep tic. 
We u sed simp ly sterilized 
w ater and sterilized cotton. 
In most 
instances we did not attem p t to p robe 
the wou nd for the bu llet or the frag­ 
ment of a shell. 
We simp ly washed 
the edges of the wou nd with the steril­ 
ized w ater and then bou nd it u p with 
this sterilized cotton. We lost no time 
on the battlefield in p erforming haz­ 
ardou s or comp licated su rgery. 
We 
simp ly washed the skin and the edge 
of the wou nd with this cleansed cot­ 
ton, and we fou nd that In most in­ 
stances it healed with remarkable ce­ 
lerity. 
“Ou r most recent war, you remem­ 
ber, was with China, and that was ten 
years ago. 
I was absolu tely resp onsi­ 
ble for this new method, and you may 
be assu red that I was very au xiou s 
to learn bow it shou ld tu rn ou t. 
I 
have the most gratifying reshlt to tell 
you of, for treated in this way we lost 
in one hosp ital only 32 ou t of 680 men 
who were admitted. 
You mu st ku ow 
that this is very low. 
“I have told you that ou r method 
was not to p robe for bu llets and shells 
immediately, for we have learned that 
bu llets and shells are asep tic. 
A cap ­ 
tain, for examp le, on one of the war­ 
ship s where I was stationed was shot 
in the calf of the leg. 
The fragment 
of the shell had entered so deep into 
the wou nd that it was not easy to get 
at. 
We washed it with asep tic cotton 
and bandaged it with asep tic cloth 
and it healed readily. Later, when he 
had more time, he went to a hosp ital 
to have the fragment of a shell cu t 
ou t, which was done, and the wou nd 
healed qu ickly. 
“It was only when a fragment of 
cloth was forced into the wou nd that 
It su p p u rated. 
So when we fou nd 
that the wou nd was not healing as It 
shou ld we op ened It again and got the 
fragment of cloth ou t. 
Then it gen­ 
erally healed. 
“I wou ld like you to bear in mind 
that it was not I who achieved these 
sp lendid resu lts, bu t the men u nder me. 
I merely did the directing, they in a 
great measu re did the work.” 
The Jap anese su rgeon general was 
heartily cheered by the su rgeons, both 
when he entered the hall and at the 
conclu sion of his sp eech.

They annually visit the far­ 
thest p oints in the American posses­ 
sions, and they carry news and assist­ 
ance to the lonely and shipwrecked. 
The service m aintained on the quar­ 
antine lines about New Orleans and 
the d istrict infected w ith yellow fever 
furnishes a single illustration. 
Five 
vessels have patrolled the coast line 
night and day to cap ture and inspect 
the fishing craft and larger vessels 
th a t try to break through. 
Over 600 
vessels have already been held up and 
inspected, m any being sent to quaran­ 
tine station at G ulfp ort and Ship Is­ 
land for disinfection and further ex­ 
am ination of suspected cases of fever.

W hile the cu tter service is under ex­ 
isting law a p art of the civil establish­ 
ment, it may become available as a 
p art of the m ilitary force of the coun­ 
try. The officers and crews m ust be 
proficient in naval drills aud have p rac­ 
tical knowledge of the use of firearms. 
Although tiie burden of the service is 
in the protection of the revenue and 
the enforcem ent of stntutes affecting 
m aritim e interests, it has been abun­ 
dantly shown in our w ars that the 
boats of the revenue service prove of 
assistance in the navy. The life of the 
officers is not alw ays peaceful, and 
young men who seek this service may 
expect nearly as much fighting exp e­ 
rience as those who go into 
the la rger, 
a rms of the serv ice.
